Three- plus new material about the 
U-2 and the Summit, by C. wrightT^HLla, author of White Collar and 
The Power Elite ( and Listen, Yanked- the Cuban Case Against the 
U.S. ). Are you alarmed by the drift towards war? Are you worried by 
reoent U.3. blunders? This angry book exposes the idiocy of "Bombs 
for Peace” and proposes a challenging new policy. 

What the proposed new policy Is you can easily guess. It matches 
almost point by point the Frank and Osgood pronouncements I reviewed 
in the Summary accompanying my letter of February 5 to you. A few il- 
lustrations follow? 

a) The very first paragraph of the Prefaces "The Immediate 
causes of World War III lie in the fearful symmetry of the cold war- 
riors on either side? an act of one aggravates the other; the other 
reacts; this in turn aggravates the one". 

Any resemblance to point 5 of the Summary? 

b) The title of Chapter 1.- "War Becomes Total- And Absurd". 

Any resemblance to point 9 of the Summary? 

c) In Chapter 14.- "On Images of Russia"? "When the news of 
the U-2 flight was announced, in early May I960, I was in Moscow 
completing a series of Interviews with Soviet Intellectuals ( he 
means getting hla signals for the new shifty plays )" 

- "When on® is there, on® is constantly aware that in the exchange 
of opinion and information between Russia and the United States, even 
the simplest facts are distorted In both countries by the screen of 
wholesale condemnation. I am quite certain that for different reasons 
this censorship of understanding ( even of the effort to understand 
what the other la all about ) is as great on the Western side as on 
the Eastern. There is a curtain of Iron; there is also, on this aide 

of it, a curtain of Btainlees steel. And both are in the mind as well 
as on the frontiers". 

- "The black-and-white view is not adequate. It is not true that 
the one aide ia dogmatic, the other aide open-minded. Whether one 
agrees with them or not, the views of many Soviet spokesmen and intel- 
lectuals are ©vary bit as "reasonable" as those of many Americans. And 
often, I think, more so. If only because they have experienced war in 
a manner quite beyond the actual experience of Americana. 

I do not believe that the Soviet bloc ia a total lie, and the 
American alliance a half-truth. Both are full of lies; both are full 
of truths; and the ideological war they wage more often than not is a 
conflict of hypocrisies. This book ia not an attempt to draw up a 
definitive balance of blame ( but It subtly does, heaping it upon the 
U.S, ). It is about war and the arms race. And in both of these sys- 
tems, the one bi£ lie that ought to concern us most is the military? 
the lie that war is still a means of any conceivably human policy .

In addition, the point Mills endeavors to establish, or rather, 
the manner at which he goes about it, his strategy, illustrates on© 
of the basic principles of totalitarian dialectic strategy. 

The trick la as clever and subtle as It is dastardly. I have fully 
explained it In my analysis of the psychological ( hidden ) "persuasion* 
technique of Frank and Osgood* as it is typical of the totalitarian 
hoax strategy, and my refutation of the logical and philosophical fal- 
lacies contained in same. This is the material that I referred to in 
my letter of February 5th as being still in very rough draft form. It 
is merely recorded in Sdiphone records. 

The aim of this phase of the totalitarian dialectic hoax is to 
equate the Russians to the Americans* If this is achieved It destroys 
all moral judgement In those who read the exposition, robs them of any 
self-righteousness, and instills in them a false sense of security in- 
tended to foster complacency and unpreparedness. 

It is attempted in 2 stages. In the first stage It is proved 
( legitimately, for this is true ) that the Russians are not lamp black 
and the Americans lily white. The "innuendo" technique is resorted to. 

It Is an application to persuasion of the summation principle of experi- 
mental conditioning. In plain language,, it is the good old sales trick 
of getting the client to assent repeatedly to undeniable points brought 
by the salesman. After the client has been thus put into the "Yea" 
frame of mind, the clever salesman throws at him the dubious, half- 
baked, unwarranted conclusion or closure he wants to put over. With 
the assenting momentum already rolling, most clients will readily 
assent. 

This is the second stage, that, hence, Russians and Americans are 
about equal, an unwarranted conclusion. Perhaps a better description 
of the "innuendo" technique would be to say that it resembles the pro- 
cess of getting successive copies, not of the original, but of each 
preceding copy. The first copy Is 99 % true, say. The copy of this prev- 
ious first copy is only 98$ true, say. And so on. After this process 
is kept up for a while, the original la hardly recognizable. Yet, it 
is one of the easiest tricks of the intentional method. It is presented 
in so reasonable a fashion, and Impresses those not versed In good 
logic and philosophy ( which means moat people } as being so plausible, 
that the clever persuader is thus able to bridge the gap of irrelevancy 
and obtain the admission of a conclusion that simply does not follow 
from the preceding. Particularly if there Is emotional motivation to 
accept it. And in this particular case, what stronger emotional motiva- 
tion is to be found than complacency and the desire for peace at any 
price In view of the terrifying likely outcome of total, nuclear war? 

Preposterous? Not at all. tod the proof of It, as I mentioned in 
my letter of February 5th, is that an audience of approximately l,OCQ 
persons, presumably psychologists for the most part ( assuming the 
audience was not packed ), swallowed the hoax, hook, line and sinker, 
and gave fellow traveler Osgood a standing ovation at the A PA Chicago 
convention. 

Of course, no freedom loving individual steeped in demo era tic 
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and liberal principles and traditions, well versed in Philosophy, 

Logic and Ethics, and with sound and firm convictions swallows this 
brand of totalitarian bologna. The totalitarian hoax strategy, how- 
ever, is designed with the average individual in mind, and capitalizes 
on the psychic weaknesses of the overwhelming majority of the American 
people, that have resulted from continued conditioning to "adjustment” 
and psychological { hidden ) ’‘persuasion" techniques. The American 
public has already been conditioned to emotional, irrational think- 
ing by the Intentional method of Madison Avenue's psychological { hid- 
den ) "persuaders", as well as to egalitarian attitudes and to refrain 
from moral Judgement, self-righteousness and criticism by the “adjust- 
ment" of progressive education. 

These weaknesses of the American culture the commie a found cut 
through brainwashing in Korea ( c.f. the Meyer ? report )» that the 
average American had a poor knowledge of democratic institutions and 
procedures, lacked firm convictions, had weak loyalties. Such hazy 
thinking and attitude are nothing but relativistic confusion and dis- 
orientation and insecure "half-way" { between childish naivete and 
mature criticism, hence, adolescent ) open-mindedness. It is typical 
of the adolescent confusion following upon the frustration and disil- 
lusionment of finding that the black and whit© world of childish, 
naive dogmatism, with its certainty and self-righteousness, was not 
true. The now disillusioned but Immature adolescent, who has not as 
yet learnt to distinguish, as it were, different shades of gray, once 
his black and white dogmatic world is gone, hides his disorientation 
in "worldly-wise" "open-mindedness" s everything 1 b alike, and every- 
one; all things are equally gray. 

This is a confusion of open-mindedness with lack of principle 
and conviction, of liberalism with lack of moral Judgement, program 
and leadership, and of tolerance with pusllanlmity, license and lack 
of righteousness. 

It is, unfortunately, the psychic condition, intellectual and 
moral, of most of the free world. It will not remain free for long 
that way. This culture cannot survive in such condition of decay. 

I know; I witnessed freedom die out in Cuba at a more advanoed stags 
of th? same disease. Totalitarian collectivism is a ruthless enter- 
prising dogmatism. It carries with it { fanatical ) certainty and 
self-righteousness. We cannot meet It with the insecurity and irre- 
soluteness of relativistic confusion, disguised as tolerant open- 
mindedness. Tbs onslaught of totalitarianism can only be met on 2 
grounds : going back to an equally certain and righteous but opposing 
dogmatism, or forward to probabilistic inference carrying with it a 
firmness of conviction tantamount to certainty, and decision and con- 
fidence tantamount to self-righteousness. 

It la as elementary as that; as decisive as it is subtle and 
intangible . 


d) In Chapter 15.- "The Balance of Blame"; "If the fateful 
interaction of the ’war parties' on either side continues, and their 
ascendancy within each bloc goes on, then it will not matter much 
where the over-all, historic balance of blame lies at any given 
phase of the interplay towards mutual annihilation. To break the 
deadlock, to break out of the spiral of causes, unilateral action 
is now necessary. 
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The point about the balance of blame at this moment Is that if 
the United States will now take the Initiative, in a manner I shall 
describe in Chapter 17, there are good reasons to believe that the 
Soviet Union will quickly follow suit. For the forces within Soviet 
society that press that country’s elite in this direction are very 
strong and they are continuing.” 

Any re semblance to points 6, 7 and 8 of the Summary? 

As it ought to be increasingly evident, there Is afoot now in 
the United States a major offensive of the communist conspiracy on a 
new front: the ( pseudo ) intellectual. I had warned at the Navy 
sponsored New England Workshop on Juvenile Delinquency and the Cold 
War that was held in .Tune , I960 that the thrust would come from the 
( pseudo ) intellectuals. Here it is. The foundation of the new 
front is psychological ( hidden ) "persuasion". To gain an idea of 
Its potential tremendous effectiveness simply imagine Madison Avenue’s 
Intentional method applied to social indoctrination for totalitarian 
political ends: subversion within the democracies. Instead of to sales 
promotion for economic ends. 

The fallacious, seditious arguments can, and undoubtedly will be, 
if they are not already so, dressed up in the jargon of the several 
professions. I have spotted the psychological brand of totalitarian 
bologna of fellow travelers Frank, Osgood and Deutech, and the socio- 
logical one of fellow traveler Mills simply because I move in psycho- 
logical and Free Ouban circles. I daresay, however, that similar 
brands of totalitarian bologna must have been specially manufactured 
for consumption by physicists, chemists, mathematicians, biologists, 
physicians, educators, artists, authors, etc., and have been or are 
being distributed already. 

The foundation, however, is the intentional method of psychologi- 
cal ( hidden ) "persuasion". It Is for this reason that I conjecture 
that Psychological Fellow Travelers, Inc. { Frank, Osgood and 
Deutach ) must rank in the very top echelons of the communist cons- 
piracy, for they are not only the mouthpieces in the psychological 
field but must be, in addition, the consultants and coordinators for 
all. other mouthpieces in the several professional fields. 

This new front of the communist conspiracy must have been plan- 
ned and coordinated probably in 1959 so as to receive the green light 
for release in the spring of I960. That was the time of Mills* visit 
to the Soviet Union, and of the Russian psychologist A.R. luria's 
visit to the United States. It. was also the time of Frank's first 
publications and addresses in the Washington area. The World Peace 
Broadcasting Foundation was organized immediately afteawwMSda. 

Frank is acquainted with A.K. Lurda^sr work on conditioning 
through the Phipps Psychiatric Clinic at Johns Hopkins. It remains 
to find out how Osgood and Deutach became fellow travelers. Osgood 
and Sella Lurie , it may be learned from their biographical sketches, 
met at the University of Illinois in 1953* and subsequently collabo- 
rated in several studies and publications. What is the relation, how- 
ever, if any, between A.K. and 2ella iurla other than their common 
family name? Are they blood kins? And if so, or If not, is there any 
Ideological kinship between them? 
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While this latest and meet dangerously seditious front of the 
communist conspiracy infiltrates professional and scientific circles 
with a view t© confusing judgement and parallslng preparedness* what 
do our liberal* democratic intellectuals and business men do? Do they 
rally to the challenge'? 

Any business man knows that it isn't enough to bring bis product 
or service to the public's attention only once. The product or service 
must bo kept constantly in the minds of the potential consumers through 
constant repetition of the sales message. That, of course, is what 
totalitarian a do in the political field to promote their doctrine* But 
what does liberal capitalism do to advance or preserve democracy? What 
message does it bring repeatedly to the public's mind, nationally or 
internationally, in this connection? Where is the freedom loving Intel- 
lectuals' refutation and exposure of the fallacies of the totalitarian 
hoax? Bow does free society expect to survive than? It is as simple 
( and as tragic } as that. 


To ray mind, the effective strategy for combat ting the communist 
conspiracy's hoax must proceed along 2 separate but coordinated lines t 

1. - Creation of a corps of freedom loving* liberal intellectuals, 
particularly psychologists, to work constantly not only detecting com- 
munist fronts and refuting and exposing thBlr fallacies but mapping 
out a program of psychological warfare , as it were, on totalitarianism, 
nationally and Internationally. This staff might act as consultant to 
both the FBI end the Voice of America. 

2. - Simultaneous undercover investigation by the FBI of the 
fronts detected by ths above corps before their exposure, with a view 
to tracing connections between fellow travelers and mouthpieces and 
the bard core communist political commissars most likely back of them, 
and collecting legal evidence that will convict them of treason once 
exposed and indicted. 

Right now it might be profitable, while a refutation to Frank, 
Osgood, Deutsch, Mills at al la prepared, to have the FBI Investigate 
these individuals, ths World Peace Broadcasting Foundation, all con- 
nected with it, as well as what parallel attempts are taking place, 
most likely. In other professional associations and conventions. 

I trust tbs information I have provided you with will prove help- 
ful in your investigation ©f un-American activities. If there is any 
further way in which I can be of help, do not hesitate to let me know.

this luggage at San Juan by U.S. Customs produced a letter 
dated January 9, 1961 to the Minister of Finances and Economic 
Affairs, Directorate of Foreign Economic Relations, Service 
of Commercial Agreements, 4th Sector - 8 th Bureau, from the 
Commercial Counselor of the French Embassy in Cuba. MARTIN 
furnished a verifaxed copy of this letter. He stated that 
the original letter, as well as the luggage was forwarded to 
Ciudad Trujillo, so that it could be returned to the traveler. 

This letter concerns the mission of the President 
of the National Bank of Cuba, CHE GUEVARA, to the Communist 
bloc countries and also the orientation of economic and 
social policies of Cuba. The letter reports that GUEVARA 
returned to Cuba from a mission to the Communist bloc, countries 
in late December, i 960 . According to this letter, GUEVARA, 
by means of radio, TV, and press interviews revealed the 
positive results of his negotiations and outlined Cuba's 
economic and social orientations. The writer of this letter, 
name not shown, states that Cuba is turning toward the Communist 
world and according to GUEVARA, the system which must replace 
the capitalist economy is a type of socialism based upon the 
experiences of People's China. 
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In regard to the results of the commercial negotiations 
conducted by GUEVARA during his two -month trip to Russia, 

China, Czechoslovakia, Poland, and East Germany, the letter 
reports that GUEVARA claims that all Communist bloc countries 
have agreed to purchase during 1961, 4 million tons of sugar 
at the guaranteed price of 4 cents a pound, which can serve 
for purchasing essential products, essentially food, consumers' 
goods, fuel, and parts. The writer claims that Cuba finds 
itself confronted with two entities. On the one hand, the 
socialist countries of Europe and Outer Mongolia. The sugar 
supplies for these countries is cleared through Moscow. On 
the other hand. People's China with which exchanges will be 
effected by direct compensation. According to this letter, 
the new Sino -Cuban Agreement calls for the opening of a long- 
term -60 -million -dollar credit, without interest, payable In 
15 years or more, according to the ability to make payments. 

The letter stated that GUEVARA stressed that the aid 
given to Cuba by the European Communist bloc is exclusively 
of an ideologic nature because these countries which produce 
a surplus of sugar, nevertheless, consented to make purchases 
from Cuba at a price far above the international rate, as well 
as to agree on a nonexportation clause. The letter points out 
that People ' s China appears to be the ideal partner for Cuba 
because China's production and consumption of sugar are 
ridiculously low and China could absorb Cuba's entire output. 

China, under its present state of production, is 
in a position to furnish consumers' goods and much-needed 
equipment to Cuba at low prices. 

These negotiations by GUEVARA also resulted in 
offers from the Socialist countries of Europe to receive 
a certain number of students, young engineers, and above all, 
technicians and specialists for political and professional 
training. Scholarships have been offered to Cuban applicants 
by Russia, Czechoslovakia, Poland, and East Germany. Two 1 
hundred Cuban specialists are expected to go to People's 
China for training, as well as 600 to Czechoslovakia, 255 to 
Poland, and 600 to East Germany. GUEVARA stated that these 
periods of training would necessitate spending from four months 
to five years abroad and that Soviet Russia is granting 1/3 of 
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the total amount of scholarships given to Cuban students, 
technicians, and specialists. GUEVARA claims that the only 
thing Cuba must do, according to agreements announced, is 
to receive 30 Chinese to develop rice culture. 

GUEVARA has also claimed that agreements have been 
reached with Russia and Czechoslovakia to furnish assistance 
in the fields of geologic surveys for oil and nickel. This 
aid will include the establishment of a smelting plant. In 
regard to social and industrial orientation, GUEVARA stated 
that the Cuban Government will completely control all the 
activities in Cuba by October, 1961 and will thus put a 
practical end to the Capitalist system in Cuba. GUEVARA made 
only little references to exchanges with other countries, 
however he does indicate that Cuba is willing to negotiate 
with other partners in the form of compensation and with the 
condition that these make the necessary effort to take into 
account the difficulties of Cuba. GUEVARA stated that he 
hopes to receive essential supplies from Canada. 

GUEVARA stated that Cuba will follow an industrial 
plan on diversification of agriculture, utilization of sugar 
cane as raw material for industry, and the exploitation of 
mineral surveys and development of fisheries. The letter 
states that it is apparent that GUEVARA feels that Red China 
should be an example for Cuba. In the Chinese formula, GUEVARA 
finds both a demonstration and an example for documentary 
regrouping and putting into place all accessories for imposing 
on Cuba enrollment from the earliest age.

very reliable, furnished the following information concerning 
conditions and recent events in Havana, Cuba: 

During a recent assault on the Petroleum Refinery 
in Santiago de Cuba there were three deaths (not further 
explained) which the Cuban Government has not made public. 

Informant explained this was apparently another attempt by 
Castro to hide embarrassing events in Cuba. 



In regard to recent disturbances and demonstra- 
tions by students in Havana, there are being assembled by 
the Cuban Government students or persons who appear to be 
students who are sympathetic to the communist cause to hold 
demonstrations in Havana to give the people the impression 
that the students who demonstrated against Castro before are 
now in favor of the Government. 
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There is also being set up different types of 
highly mobile groups such as student groups, mixed male and 
female groups, all male and all female groups, factory workers, 
et cetera. The purpose of this activity is supposed to be 
to enable the Cuban Government to send these groups, according 
to need, to any part of Havana to demonstrate in favor of 
the Cuban Government to give the impression that everyone is 
in favor of Castro .

Executions by firing squads are the order of the 
day, some being published in the press and some not; however, 
they never stop. Every night quantities of bombs are set 
off by those against Castro; and when they can, they set 
fire to the cane fields and business houses. 

It appears that the Cuban press is using every 
possible means to discredit the United States in the eyes 
of Latin America. An example of this was indicated to be an 
article recently published in a Cuban newspaper which 
commemorated the 27th year since the death of Augusto Cesar 
Sandino from Nicaragua. This article depicted Sandino as a 
hero and lauded his exploits against "gigantic forces, ** 
namely the United Fruit Company, characterized by this 
article as "a product of North Americanlmperialism,* and 
compared the episode to the Bible story of David and Goliath. 

According to the informant, Sandino was an obscure 
figure in the past and little known or regarded by the Cuban 
people, thereby indicating the extent to which Cuba would go 
to discredit the United States. 

The informant advised that recently equipment was 
received from Japan to be used in the manufacture of barbed 
wire. 


From Canada 2,500 tons of cargo were recently 
received, including such items as table salt, drums of latex, 
sacks of polysar butyl, polysar krynol, polys ar krilene, 
polysar krynac, parcels or bundles of electronic tin-plate, 
drums of asphalt, pasteboard, paper, drums of refractory 
' cement, and refractory bricks. 

From Novorossisik or Novorossiysk, Russia, aboard 
the Soviet ship "Metakkurg Bajkov* there has been received 
in Havana 19,269 pieces of iron bars weighing 5> 042, 600 kilos 
from Odessa, Russia, 245 trucks (Gaz069M), and 490 boxes of 
parts for these trucks; and a great quantity of goods (not 
described) for the Soviet Embassy in Havana. 
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CUBA 
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la conclusion, it was indicated that Russia is 
working rapidly to infiltrate Cuba with communism in the 
expectation that the United States will try to overthrow 
Castro. This effort by Russia is indicated to be because 
Cuba is the only country that has caused a great deal of 
worry in the United States by the people as well as the 
government ; therefore, Russia considers Cuba of primary 
importance. Also, if the United States sends a great deal 
of money and help to Latin America and still fails to do 
anything about Cuba, all efforts by the United States will 
be wasted because Latin America will have no respect for the 
United States and as a result Latin America will be on the 
side of Russia. 
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’eported that authoritative reports they 

have receTrfed from Cuba show that the invasion is 
folding up. At first the invasion efforts went well, 

1 ~ but tanks flown in by Castro caused invasion forces 
to retreat , and they are being pushed back into the 
sea. They have not been able to get necessary air 
support to the invasion forces. Because of logistical 
difficulties they have not been able to get additional 
manpower to assist.

This project comprises a variety of activities to organize 
anti-Castro exiles into a unified group through CIA covert support 
of the Frente Revolucionario Democratico and the mounting of a 
military invasion of Cuba employing Cuban exiles recruited in the 
United States and other countries supported by CIA funds and 
equipment . The bulk of the training operations of CIA have been 
conducted in Guatemala but some limited training operations have 
been conducted in the United States.

A number of these have been 
conceived in a manner in which individuals would go to a third 
country and then proceed against Cuba. There have been other 
instances in which Cuban anti-Castro refugees on their own 
initiative have engaged in abortive attempts against the Castro 
regime. In all we have had about 20 cases of this type ranging 
from the activities of a single individual to more coordinated 
activities such as that headed by Rolando Arcadio Masferrer Rojas, 
a former Cuban Senator. In each instance we have furnished the 
Department with the allegations and in keeping with current Bureau 
policy have inquired whether the Department desires further investi- 
gation bearing in mind that a complete investigation is fruitless 

( unless the Department considers the activities to be a possible 
violation of these neutrality statutes and indicates a desire to 
take action relative thereto. 

The case pertaining to Masferrer is the only case 
in which the Department has taken active steps toward prosecutive 
action, you will recall that this case was presented to a Federal 
Grand Jury in Miami, Florida, on 4-10-61 and an indictment was 
returned against Masferrer charging him with a conspiracy to 
violate the neutrality statutes in organizing a revolution 
against Cuba in October, I960. It is quite apparent that this 
action of the Department has been taken for political reasons. 

In addition, the Department is withholding its opinion in a 
number of cases which have been submitted by us stating it is 
checking with CIA for its views and will, thereafter, advise the 
FBI whether investigation is desired. 

The Department also has shown reluctance to take action 
in these cases involving possible violations of neutrality 
statutes because of the unfavorable light in which Castro is held 
by the United States Govern® nt and the public of this country 
generally.

Further to our conversation of this morning, 
concerning the g eneral situation in Cuba and particularly

which has managed to step to th^Tor^x^rule over Cuba 
as soon as the communist government of FIDEL CASTRO is 
overthrown - I take pleasure in confirming, in writing, 
my viewpoints, which could be subscribed to by 90% of the 
Cubans in exile and residing in Cuba. 

The general situation in Cuba is disastrous from 
all viewpoints. Our people are starving to death because 
of lack of bread and lack of work. Unless one is a militia- 
man or a protege of the Communist Party, one is entitled 
to nothing. The more hunger and despair grow in the Cuban 
family, the more terror and persecution grow. Something 
must be done right away to rescue Cuba from communism. 

All resistance from within, even though during the l a st 
few months it has had some help from outside, is on the 
verge of collapsing and nothing can be more helpful in 
any plan to unseat the communist government than the men 
of the resistance. 


I assure once again that there is nothing more 
urgent than a decision by your Government on what kind of 
aid it is going to give us to put an end to the present 
situation in Cuba. Concerning the political problem, 
allow me also to set forth a few considerations: 

I. The selection does not conform with serious 
criteria, nor is it the opinion of responsible groups which 
must be listened to in order to decide so important and 
so vital -a question.

By the 
same token, it would be erroneous and imprudent for the 
future of Cuba to form the new government with repented 
Fidelists on whose shoulders rests the responsibility of 
a major portion of the present Cuban disaster. 

The work and the sacrifices which Cuba needs 
for its reconstruction require the help and selfless coopera- 
tion of Cuba' 8 best children. The solution of the evils 
which Fidelo- communism will bequeath to the Cuban people 
is so difficult and complex that only a team of capable, 
honest and intelligent men who have no political affiliation 
and involvement, can undertake it with prospects of suc- 
cess. 


In short, it would be entirely erroneous and

I received your letter dated March 24 two houre

You can hardly: imagine how anxious I was to hear 
from you and concerning the present events* 

Even though a few weeks went by without any contact, I am t*?C 

active. I am not active, as you claim in your letter, in 
business matters, but, rather, in the work for a solution 
to the Cuban problems which are becoming more and more 
complex and difficult* 


To me the coup of "Fidelism without FIDEL" was 
no surprise. It was worked out behind the backs of the 
best men in exile, forgetting the immediate fate of the 
Cuban people and the lives of so many men and women who 
are struggling in Cuba regardless of the risks and perils 
of such an unequal match* What I find strange, instead, 
is the fact that so great an injustice and lack of loyalty 
to the Cuban cause were accepted in silence and cowardice 
by many Cubans of moral and public authority who roam the 
land of the exile. If all the repented members o^FIDM^ 
st aff who are now rallying in exile had supportedJHHHF 
»when this latter exposed FIDEL's plot to 
leiiver the Cuban Revolution into the hands of communism 
and to deliver our country into the hands of the Ruseo- 
China imperialism, today FIDEL would not be the master of 
Cuba. Perhaps, FIDEL would be in exile and, then, we could

Cuba's problems are very serious and difficult.

The Director has requested a memorandum concerning 
"efforts to organize, recruit and train elements in the United States 
to oppose Castro" which have been investigated and reported by the 
FBI.

ALLEGATIONS OF VIOLATIONS OF NEUTRALITY STATUTES UNDER 
FBI JURISDICTION 


Ve have had a number of allegations of violations of 
neutrality statutes under our jurisdiction on the part of indi- 
viduals and organizations attempting to organize, recruit and 
train elements for an expedition against Cuba. In each instance 
we have furnished the Department with the allegation and in 
keeping with current Bureau policy in these cases have inquired 
if the Department desired investigation. This policy is based 
upon the fact that these cases involve international ramifications 
and investigations without clearance from the Department might 
adversely affect foreign policy considerations of the United States. 
The Department in most instances has shown a reluctance to take 
action in these cases because of the unfavorable light in which 
Castro is held by the United States Government and the public 
generally in this country. 


The following list of cases involves "efforts to organize, 
recruit and train elements in the United States toqppose Castro" 
which have come to our attention and have been presented to the 
Department. In each instance, all information concerning the 
allegation and any additional information which has come to our 
attention has been promptly disseminated not only to the Department 
but to State; CIA; Office of Naval Intelligence; Office of Special 
Investigations, Department of the Air Force; Assistant Chief of

The Director pointed 
out to Mr. Yeagley that the Department was inviting trouble if it 
proceeded against Masferrer and suggested that the Department

I specific request in writing from the State Department. On 1-25-61 
Mr. Yeagley advised Mr. Belmont that no such written request had 
been forthcoming from State and that the Department contemplated 
no further action in this matter. 


On 4-6-61, however, Mr. Yeagley telephonically advised 
that the Department was going to present this case to a Federal 
Grand Jury in Miami, Florida, on 4-10-61. On this latter date 
Masferrer was indicted for conspiring with others to violate 
Section 960, Title 18, United States Code, in that they conspired 
to set on foot a military expedition from the United States 
against Cuba.

There follows a summary of pertinent data received by 
Bureau during past 24 hours from various sources other than 
the press: 


The pro-Castro demonstrations by the Fair Play for Cuba 
I Committee (FPCC) and Communist Party (CP), USA, chiefly among local 
(college students, are scheduled 4/19/61 at Los Angeles. and San Francisco. 
FPCC is planning to picket Federal office building in San Francisco 
beginning today and organize large demonstration there 4/22/61. 

Local FPCC has requested San Francisco CP functionary to help mobilize 
as many people as possible for this demonstration. Meanwhile, 

Chicago Chapter of FPCC, after consulting with local July 26th leaders, 
has planned demonstration at local Post Office building on 4/20/61 and 
4/23/61. (Local police have been notified and dissemination is being 
made to interested agencies.) 


Fifteen to twenty July 26th members appeared at Mexican 
Consulate in Los Angeles 4/18/61 and requested permission to enter 
Mexico en route to Cuba to assist Castro" forces. They claimed there 
are 100 local volunteers who desire to join Castro. An additional 
25 members of the July 26th Movement in New York City have indicated 
to the leader of that Movement their desire to go to Cuba to fight 
for Castro . 


In Puerto Rico, no substantial pro-Castro demonstrations 
have been organized as yet but are expected momentarily. Puerto Rican ..
